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INTRODUCTION 
Second grade! It is a time of gaining strength: 
spiritual, mental, and physical. 


Second grade! It is learning stories from the 
Old Testament and making a Bible Story 
Book to record a summary of each. It is 
continuing to hide God's Word in our hearts. 


It is reading classic books in children's litera- 
ture - Peter Rabbit and the other Beatrix 
Potter books, Winnie the Pooh & his further 
adventures, Charlotte's Web, and others of 
your choice. 


Second grade is using the developing writing 
skills in practical ways by keeping a journal, 
writing original stories, writing letters to 
relatives, and copying & learning poems. 


It is magnifying glass and binoculars and 
God's wonderful works - observing the 
creations of God and then recording what's 
observed in an organized way. 


Second grade is running and ball skills and 
training your child's body - possibly qualify- 
ing for the President's Physical Fitness 
Award. 


Second grade is learning about American 
history during the 1700's - the time of growth 
and independence - reviewing the exciting 
time through classic children's books. Learn- 
ing about the time from people's viewpoints 
who lived then. It is finding out about some 
real heros. Learning the meaning of the word 
Courage. Faithfulness. Obedience. 


It is learning more about the earth we live on 
- and its peoples by studying a country in 
each of the 6 inhabited continents, as well as 
an overview of them all. 


Second grade is arithmetic and building char- 
acter. It is growing in reading, writing, and 
spelling skills. 


Second grade is doing, learning, watching, 
and keeping track of what's learned by re- 
cording it in words and pictures in "books" to 
be stored in the child's notebook. It is putting 
into practice the skills learned - in "real life". 


Second grade! It is a year of discovery, of 
challenge, and of growth!

As with any curriculum, the teacher 
is responsible for actually presenting 
the material, for making certain there 


is understanding on the child's part, 
and for taking responsibility to adapt 
the material to suit the specific needs. 
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BASIC RESOURCES 


Continuing on with the belief that there are 
wonderful resources in "real books" and in 
observing the wonderful world God has 
created for us, no textbooks are used this 
year. Also, the basic approach of having 
your child summarize and illustrate what's 
been presented and learned continues - 
recording the information in your child's 3- 
ring notebook and then making special 
"books" about different topics. There is 
primary-grade lined paper with space for a 
picture on the top available. You may choose 
to use this (usually available at a school 
supply store) - or regular primary-grade 
lined paper followed by plain paper for the 
illustration - or 3-ring notebook paper (with 
your child using 2 lines to write his/her 
letters) with paper for illustrations. Itis your 
choice. The Writing Road to Reading contin- 
ues to be the source for much of the language 
arts instruction. 


There are many specific books used this year. 
It is always a challenge to know what to 
recommend. I believe, though, that as your 
child's reading ability grows, he/she can 
work independently for some of school time 
while you work with a younger (or older) 
brother /sister. The majority of the books 
used are for reading and American History 
classes. There are some for God's Creations 


(Science). You may already have some of 
them, you may want to check some out of the 
library and purchase others, or you may 


choose to purchase them all. There are many 
more good resources than are listed. I've 


tried to be conservative in the books used - to 
accomplish the purpose intended. 


Two Study Guides have been developed to 
correspond with the reading assignments in 
Second Grade: Learning At Home. They are 
non-consumable; they may be used over and 
over again. The type is able to be read by 
little people's eyes and each segment of 


reading assigned is covered by three sections: 


UI 


Vocabulary (which you may need to help 
with until dictionary skills are "polished"), 
Comprehension Questions, and "Learning 
More". I wrestled with exactly how to handle 
the material for this year and this is how I 
best felt it could be done. Your child can 
read aloud to you and then work independ- 
ently (gaining study skills and allowing you 
to work with a younger/older brother and 
sister). Anyway, there are two Study Guides 
for Second Grade: 

* Peter Rabbit and Friends Study 
Guide: A Guide for Children for the Works of 
Beatrix Potter. 

. *Winnie and Charlotte: A Guide for 
Children for Charlotte's Web and two Win- 
nie-the-Pooh Books. 


These are both available through Smiling 
Heart Press, P. O. Box 229, Corbett, OR 
97019. At the time of this first publication, 
cost is $8.50 per guide, ppd.

BASIC INFO 


This guide carries on from the format and 


content of Learning At Home: Preschool & 


Kindergarten and First Grade: Learning At 
Home. I still believe that there is merit in the 


concept of the one-room (home) school - that 
there are many subjects children of different 
ages can learn well together and help each 
other with, as well as simplifying the work 
load of the mom, who in most cases is the 
teacher. I not want to deal with "fluff" and 
provide meaningless seat-work that causes 
guilt in the parents who skip over pages and 
boredom in the children who wade through 
it. This guide is meant to be modified or ex- 
panded, depending on the abilities of your 
children. 


The New King James Version of The Holy 
Bible and The World Book Encyclopedia 
have been the main sources of information 
when preparing this curriculum guide. 


I feel we should teach our children in three 
ways: 

1. By example ("Your actions speak so 
loudly, I can't hear what you're 
saying"). 

2. By direction (Skills - the "3R's" and 
skills to help them in life). 

3. By expectation (How do you expect 
them to conduct themselves? 
In what manner do they know 
they are required to behave? 
At second grade age, it is time 
to reevaluate what areas need

Some basic concepts woven into the series of 
three curriculum guides are: 

A. Obedience: to God and parents 
(done willingly & cheerfully). 

B. Stewardship: of body, mind, and 
possessions. 

C. Building others up & not tearing 
them down (guarding your 
mouth and actions). 

D. Thankfulness for what you have 
(not coveting or comparing). 


Some general guidelines about home educat- 
ing our children are, I believe, always good to 
review: 
* Keep it simple. 
* Don't overcommit yourself or your 
child to too many pursuits. 
* Have fun. 
* Exude a love for learning. 
* Tie in God's involvement in every 
subject area. 
* Be consistent. 


DAILY SCHOOL TIME 

As more grades are added, it is increasingly 
difficult to estimate how much time it'll take 
you and your child to cover the lessons each 
day. Your second-grader will be sharing 
some classes with your younger children 
(calender time, character building, health/ 
manners/responsibility, physical education, 
some art activities, some music, story time - 
with your second-grader reading to the littler 
ones, and phonogram tests). Your second- 
grader can help younger brothers and sisters 
with their phonogram drills, providing a 
close time for siblings, reinforcement for your 
2nd grade child, and extra help for you. 


We plan to commit four hours of time to our 
school's "formal" education for second grade. 
The learning goes on all day and into the 
evening. 
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NOTES TO PARENTS 
ABOUT THIS YEAR'S CLASSES 


Calendar Time: 

This brief time each day, jam-packed with 
skills and activities, continues on into the 
second-grade year. It includes: prayer time, 
pledge to the Bible (&/or to the American 
flag, if you choose), saying the day's day and 
date, recording the day's temperature and 
weather (temperature, wet/dry, clear/ 
cloudy, calm/stormy), counting (by 1's, 2's - 
evens and odds, 5's, 10's, 25's, and backwards 
from 30 - 1), adding an entry to your child's 
"Thankfulness List" (an ongoing list of things, 
people, events that your child is thankful for 
or especially happy about; giving thanks to 
our Lord Jesus on a daily basis), checking 
your child's height and weight (once a 
month), taking a picture of your child (once a 
month) to put in the notebook with a caption 
listing a positive character trait you see 
developing in your child. Your second- 
grader can work on writing assignments 
while you work more in detail with younger 
children in Calendar Time skills. 


Bible Class: 

During this year, your child will be learning 
about the history of The Holy Bible, memori- 
zing the books of The Holy Bible, beginning 
to locate passages of Scripture, and learning 
about the Old Testament via 96 "stories" 
(passages from God's Word). Then, he/she 
will summarize and illustrate each story, 
keeping the summaries to be part of a "Bible 
Story Book". Many wonderful passages of 
The Holy Bible are part of your second- 
grader's Bible Memory Verses, including the 
events summarizing the crucifixion and 
resurrection of Christ Jesus. 


Language Arts - Reading, Spelling, English: 
Your child will be reviewing those all-impor- 
tant phonograms, continuing on with the 
Ayres' spelling list words, reviewing basics 


of English grammar, continually learn in- 
crease his/her vocabulary, and practice read- 
ing skills (oral reading, silent reading, an- 
swering comprehension questions). The 
reading books listed are to be read orally - to 
you, and then - for reinforcement - to a 
younger brother/sister. The books listed for 
American History (and others of your choice 
through the year) may be read silently. Your 
child's comprehension will be checked by the 
questions provided in the Am. History lesson 
plans. 


For additional books read, you may want 
your child to keep track (for your records and 
their skills in summarizing) in the form of a 
short book report: 
1. Title 
2. Author 
3. Fiction (made up; didn't really hap- 
pen; not fact) or Non-fiction 
(about something real). 
4. If it was non-fiction, was it fact or 
opinion? 
5. Main character 
6. Main idea of the book 
7. Child's opinion of the book 
8. What, if anything, the child learned. 
9. Date read. 
Have your child write keep these in a "Books 
I've Read This Year" section of the notebook. 
At the end of the year, he/she can tell about 
similar plots, characters, and lessons among 
the books read. 


During writing time each day, your child will 
be recording the events and special times of 
his/her life in a Journal (Mon.'s), writing an 
original story or poem based on the sugges- 
tions given (or others of your choice) 
(Tues.'s), writing a friendly letter to relatives 
or older people (Wed.'s), and learning & 
copying a poem of your choice (Thurs.'s). 
Neat handwriting is to be practiced in these 
"real-life" activities. It is your option as to 
whether to begin training in cursive (writ- 
ing). The Writing Road to Reading tells how. 


Arithmetic: 

Second grade is a time of practice and learn- 
ing new skills, of reinforcing those all-impor- 
tant addition and subtraction facts. It is a 
time of learning about regrouping (carrying 
and borrowing) and beginning multiplication 
facts. I have not included problems in this 
guide. For each day's plans, there are in- 
structions as to the skills to be reinforced or 
taught. It is up to you to write down prob- 
lems. By doing the problems yourself, you 
will be more able to pinpoint and work on 
the specific facts and ideas with which your 
child needs help. The skills are listed here to 
guide you on your way. When your child 
does the + and - fact practice each day, have 
him/her answer as quickly as possible. 
Hopefully, the daily reinforcement will 
provide a speed drill so the answers become 
"automatic", accurate, and quickly given. 


Character Building: 

Your second-grader will be covering the 
same material as your preschooler, kinder- 
gartener, and first grader. The basics of good 
character never change. 


Health, Manners, Responsibility: 

Again, your second-grader will be sharing 
the class with your first grader. The areas 
covered are basics. 


Physical Education: 

Many of the skills to strengthen and have 
your child gain control over his/her body are 
the same as in previous years. This year, 
however, there are additional activities to 
correspond with the areas tested by the 
President's Physical Fitness Challenge Award 
program. Participation in this program is an 
option. Because of the difference in ages and 
abilities, you will need to structure the activi- 
ties to meet your child's challenge. The 
activities tested are included in each week's 
physical education plans. You will need to 
determine the amount of each exercise. You 
are responsible for tailoring the program to 


meet the needs of your child, as with all parts 
of this curriculum. You, as well, are respon- 
sible for carrying out any practice and testing 
activities. I'm excited about the program; it 
sounds like a good structure for an area in 
education (public as well as home) that I 
believe is lacking. Get your timers ready! 


American History: 

This year, the 1700's in American History are 
covered. What an exciting time it is! The 
period is studied primarily through learning 
about people who lived then. The "cast of 
characters" is impressive: George Washing- 
ton, Benjamin Franklin, Paul Revere, Daniel 
Boone, Betsy Ross, as well as every-day 
people living their lives (Sarah Noble, Ed- 
ward Van Alstyne, Amos Fortune, Sam the 
Minuteman). I believe we also need to point 
out as we study the "biggies" of the time 
period that there were ever so many common 
people who, in the course of their day-to-day 
lives, helped to shape our country. Their 
contributions are vitally important, too. 


World Geography: 

Study in this area is continued from last year, 
expanding on the foundation. More geo- 
graphical terms are learned. Each continent 
is studied in the basics - and then one specific 
country (for each of the 6 inhabited conti- 
nents) is studied more in detail: Canada 
(N.A.), Brazil (S.A:), Switzerland. (Europe), 
China (Asia), Egypt (Africa)pand:Australia. 
Enjoy your journeys! 


God's Creations: 

Aren't all children curious about the world 
and SO observant? Well, here is some struc- 
ture and information to channel that into 6 
basic areas of science: Geology, Botany (trees; 
other plants), Meteorology (air & weather), 
Astronomy (God's beautiful creations in the 
sky), Human Anatomy, Zoology (animals of 
all kinds). During the year, your child will be 
asked to observe the form (overall shape), 
texture, and color of many things. Our God 


is such a wondrous Artist. His creations 
need to be studied: 

"The works of the Lord are great, 

Studied by all who have pleasure in them." 

Psalm 111: 2 

During the year, your child will be observing 
(and keeping records for) trees, other plants, 
birds, insects, mammals, butterflies & moths, 
reptiles & amphibians seen. He/she will be 
learning to identify constellations and find 
The North Star. A leaf collection in the fall 
and pressing flowers in the spring will help 
turn the wonderful world around your child 
into more meaningful parts. To learn more 
about human anatomy, your child will be 
putting different "parts" onto a model (cut- 
out tracing of your child) to see how the 
intricate workings God planned all fit to- 
gether and do their jobs. For all these differ- 
ent topics in the study of God's Creations, 
your child will be dictating a summary to 
you each day of what's been presented, then 
copy and illustrate that summary. These will 
reinforce the information heard (orally) and 
seen (visually), they will be tangible evidence 
of material covered, and they will provide 
the basis for review of the material during 
and at the end of the year. Get your magnify 
ing glasses ready! 


Art: 

As in last year's guide, the art suggestions 
this year strive again to provide ideas for 
functional beauty. This year many of the 
activities use work in different art medias to 
provide items of function: book covers for the 
"books" which summarize the Bible, Reading, 
American History, and God's Creations 
material covered. Some of the activities 
correspond with the First Grade guide's 
projects. Many are different but can be 
produced at the same time as brother's and 
sister's work. 


Music: 
The songs listed use three resources (two 
used in the previous two guides: Heritage 


Songster [American songs + some Christian 
songs; by Leon & Lynn Dallin; William C. 
Brown Co. Publishers, Dubuque, Iowa] and 
Wee Sing Bible Songs [P. Beall & S. Nipp; 
Price/Stern/Sloan Publishers, Los Angeles, 
CA]) and a new source: Praise & Worship 
Collection (Maranatha! Music). You may 
want to add more music experiences. 


An excellent supplementary resource I have 
just been exposed to is a cassette tape (profes- 
sionally done) with an accompanying song 
booklet (with explanations of when and why 
the songs were written as well as the words) 
to correspond with the history of America 
from about the mid-1700's through much of 
the 1800's. It is called History Alive! Through 
Music by Diana Waring. It is available for 
approximately $15-17 through Hear & Learn 
Publications, 14516 N. E. 24th Ave., Vancou- 
ver, WA 98666. Really gets your feet a tap- 
pin'! 


Study skills: 

As last year, areas to check on during the 
year are: following two- and three-step oral 
instructions, having appropriate "audience" 
skills, using study time effectively, keeping 
materials organized, beginning and complet- 
ing assignments in a reasonable amount of 
time. 


Friday time and school year: 

Friday's time has purposely been left unstruc- 
tured. In the P&K Guide, this time has been 
used for field trips. Because of the real possi- 
bility that your "class" involves more than 
one age level, no addional field trips are 
scheduled. You may wish to use it for that 
purpose, for a service project, for working on 
new responsibilities and/or skills, or as a 
"library day". 


The school year of 36 weeks is designed with 
2 weeks' Christmas break (shown in text) and 
a 1 week break at Easter (not marked in text). 
You may begin any time of the year, though!

They 
are (show them) the Atlantic Ocean (that the Pilgrims 
crossed to get to America), the Pacific Ocean (border- 
ing on the other side of North America), the Indian 
Ocean (between Africa, Asia, and Australia), and the 
Arctic Ocean (north of N. America, Europe, and Asia). 


There are 7 continents (great extent of land) on the 
earth. (Have your child point to them -help, if needed- 
as you say/sing them.): North America (where we 
live), South America, Europe (where the Pilgrims and 
many explorers came from), Asia, Africa, Australia, 
and Antarctica. At the very tippy top of the globe is 
what we call the North Pole. That is the farthest north 
you can get. At the very bottom of the globe - the 
south- is the South Pole. That is the farthese south you 
can get. (Have your child review the four directions - 
learned last year.) People use the four directions to 
find their way around on maps, globes, and outside.

Gravity is the force that pulls things on the earth's 
surface toward the earth. Review information about 
the earth presented last year: 

God created the universe. He made all the parts in an 
orderly way. The earth is round. (Show child a globe.) 
It spins in space. Do this “experiment” with your 
child: (materials needed apple/orange, pencil, straight 
pin, small [1"] cutout figure of a person, flashlight). 
Stick the pencil through the bottom of the apple 
(earth). Stick the "person" figure with the pin into the 
apple. Shine the flashlight (sun) onto the apple 
(earth). Is the person in the light (day) or shadow 
(night)? Holding the flashlight steady, turn the "earth" 
around on its "axis". What happens to the person 
then? Our day and night is caused by our position 
toward or away from the sun. It takes 24 hours, one 
day, for the earth to turn all the way around to face the 
sun again. When your person is in the sunlight (day), 
who would be having night? The spinning around on 
the earth's axis is called rotation. God controls the 
earth's rotation on its axis. He also controls the 
revolution of the earth on its path around the sun. 


The earth is suspended in space; it is not held up with 
anything. It is not attached to anything. There is air 
on the earth; that is what we breathe. We know from 
The Holy Bible that the earth was covered with water 
before God had dry land appear (Genesis 1: 9,10). God 
owns the earth. He is in control of it. We are to be 
stewards (take care of it) for God.

Then the 
large pieces of rock are broken into smaller ones. 
Plants and animals live on the top layer of rocks. 
When they die, the organic material breaks down and 
is pushed down into the rock. More and more organiz 
material is built up. So, the soil becomes deep enough 
that it can eventually support plant roots growing 
there. The roots enable rain and organic material to go 
into the soil.

When water evaporates from oceans, rivers, etc. it goes 
into the air as a vapor (like steam). Plants give off 
water vapor, too. Humidity is the amount of moisture 
in the air. If the air is cold enough, the water vapor 
turns to small drops of water or ice. This is condensa- 
tion. The temperature at which condensation begins is 
the dew point. At night, the air just above the ground 
cools. If this is blow the dew point, dew forms on the 
grass, leaves, etc. If the dew point is at the freezing 
point or below, frost forms. 


When a big bunch of wet air rises up and is cooled 
below the dew point, a cloud forms. Each cloud is air 
filled with water drops or ice crystals. If these are 
heavy enough to fall from the clouds, we get snow or 
rain. Fog is a cloud near the earth.

heavy rain falls. Also, the air move 
ment causes electrical charges to build 
up, causing lightning. Thunder is the 
result of the heated air expanding 
quickly. 
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2. Winter storms: 
Ice storms happen when the temper- 
ature is just below freezing. 
Rain falls but freezes as it hits 
the ground. Blizzards are 
snow storms with high wind 
and cold temperatures. 


3. Hurricanes are storms that begin on the 
oceans and bring heavy rain, hard 
winds, and huge waves. They affect a 
large area and often cause flooding. 

4. Tornadoes are the most violent type of 
storms. They are funnel-shaped wind 
moving up to 400 mph. They destroy 
almost everything in their path. They 
are sometimes called cyclones. Torna 
does form during thunderstorms.

AMERICAN HISTORY 
Review yesterday's material. Talk about the War for 
Independence (the "Revolutionary War") today. 


First, the French and Indian Wars were fought be- 
tween France and Great Britian to gain control of land 
in North America. There were other wars fought in 
North America earlier, but the French and Indian War 
began in 1754 and lasted until 1763. The British 

gained control of all of present-day Canada, all French 
territory east of the Mississippi (except New Orleans). 
Britian gained control of Florida in 1763 from Spain. 
So, the British controlled all the land from the Missis- 
sippi River east to the Atlantic Ocean. 


George III became the King of England in 1760. Three 
years later, the French and Indian War(s) ended 
(known as "The Seven Years’ War" in Europe). 


England passed some rules that taxed the colonies. 
There was a "Stamp Tax" in 1764-65 on all legal 
documents. The colonies felt it was "taxation without 
representation" - they were being taxed by England 
without having a vote about the matter. In English 
law, people could be taxed only through representa- 
tives, and the colonists felt this was their right, too. 
The colonists had not requested and did not want 
British troops in the colonies. Groups of colonists 
"Sons of Liberty” formed and promised they wouldn't 
buy any British items for sale. The Stamp Act was re- 
pealed (cancelled) in 1766. 


The Townshend Act of 1767 was another way to tax 
the colonists by making them pay an import duty (an 
extra amount of money to bring the item into the 
colonies) on certain things they bought from the 
British: tea, paper, colors, and glass. In 1770, all these 
taxes were repealed, except the tax on tea. 
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On March 5, 1770, English soldiers fired into a crowd 
of colonists in Boston and killed 5 people. 


Samuel Adams, a colonist, formed a group of 
"Committees of Correspondence" to spread the 
information /arguments for independence to the 
people. These committees were located in the main 
towns throughout the colonies. 


King George III told the colonists they had to accept 
shipments of tea from the East India Company. 
Throughout the colonies, these shipments were 
refused - ships turned back or unloaded but not sold. 
In Boston, in the night, about 50 men, dressed like 
Indians, boarded the ships that had the tea and 
dumped 342 chests of tea into the Boston Harbor. 


England was really upset about this. They wanted to 
teach Boston a lesson, so the Prime Minister passed 
laws known as "the Intolerable Acts": 
The Port of Boston, Mass. was closed to all 
trade, hoping to starve the people of 
Boston. 
Town meetings were restricted. 
British soldiers were to be housed and fed. 
A short time later, General Gage was sent from 
England to enforce these rules. 


Samuel Adams called for a meeting of representatives 
from all the colonies to meet in Philadelphia and talk 
about the situation (Sept. 5 - Oct. 26, 1774). This was 
called the First Continental Congress. It produced a 
"Declaration of Rights" for the 13 colonies. It didn't 
call for independence. It said that the colonists 
claimed the same rights and privileges that other 
British subjects had. The men also voted that, if these 
grievences were not corrected, a second Continental 
Congress would meet in May, 1775. The delegates 
agreed as an "association" not to import goods from 
England. 


In Boston, even though General Gage was there, the 
citizens began to gather arms and start a military 
force. Gage received orders to capture Samuel Adams 
and John Hancock, two of the leaders, and the store of 
ammunition, etc. they believed was in Concord, Mass. 


But the alarm was given by Paul Revere, on the 
evening of April 18 on his famous ride. The two men

the British wanted escaped and when the British 
troops arrived in Lexington, Mass. they found the 
Minutemen (the colonial army) ready for them. 


The first shots of the War for Independence were 
firedthat day (April 19,1775). Later, at Concord, 
Mass., the British were forced to retreat to Boston. It is 
said that the British lost about 250 men and the 
Americans 90 that day. 


When the Second Continental Congress met in May, 
the men voted to establish an army. On June 15, 1775 
George Washington was made the Continental Army's 
commander-in-chief. Many of the men who volun- 
teered for the army thought they would be gone from 
their families and farms only a few months. 


We will read a book about the winter at Valley Forge, 
Penn. tomorrow. 


The main part of the British army surrendered at 
Yorktown, Virginia in 1781. The Treaty of Paris was 
signed in 1783, officially ending the Revolutionary 
War - 8 years after the first shots were fired at Lexing- 
ton.

AMERICAN HISTORY 

Review Wednesday's material. 

Thomas Paine, a British writer who had come to the 
colonies, wrote and published a booklet called 
"Common Sense" - "All men, whether in England or 
America, confess that a separation between the 
countries will take place one time or another. To find 
out the very time, we need not go far, for the time hath 
found us... There is something absurd in supposing a 
continent perpetually governed by an island... A 
government of our own is our natural right." Many 
people, after reading the booklet, made up their mind 
that the colonies should be free from England's 
control. 


On June 7, 1776, Richard Henry Lee of Virginia 
presented a resolution to the Second Continental 
Congress: "That these United Colonies are, and of 
right ought to be, free and independent States, that 
they are absolved from all allegiance to the British 
Crown, and that all political connection between them 
and the State of Great Britain is, and ought to be, 
totally dissolved..." This resolution was debated for 
two days. Further discussion was put off until July 1 
to allow the delegates from New York, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, and South Carolina (the 4 colonies hesitat- 
ing) to get up-to-date instructions from their leaders. 


In the meantime, a committee of 5 men was formed to 
write the declaration of independence from England 
so that it would be ready when the Virginia Resolution 
was accepted, as they felt it would be. 


The 5 men chosen to be on the committee were: 
Benjamin Franklin (Pennsylvania) 
Philip Livingston (New York) 
John Adams (Massachusetts) 
Roger Sherman (Conn.) 
Thomas Jefferson (Virginia) 
Thomas Jefferson (then 33 years old) did most of the 
wording on the document. 


On July 2, 1776 12 of the 13 colonies voted to declare 
independence from England. The Virginia Resolution 
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passed. The next day (July 3, 1776), the Declaration of 
Independence was read and debated. On July 4, it was 
adopted unanimously by 12 colonies (New York did 
not vote). It was signed by John Hancock (President of 
the Continental Congress) and Charles Thomson 
(Secretary). 


On July 5, copies of the Declaration of Independence 
were ready to be distributed to the states and to be 
read to all the citizens. 


On July 8, Philadelphia proclaimed the Declaration of 
Independence and rung the "Liberty Bell". 


On August 2, a copy of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence written in large letters on parchment was ready 
for all the delegates to sign. George Washington's 
name is not on it since he was serving in the Army at 
that time. Patrick Henry had left to become the 
governor of Virginia. Several other people who voted 
for the Declaration were not among the signers 
because they had been replaced as delegates. Suppos- 
edly, Benjamin Franklin said, "We must all hang 
together, or assuredly we shall all hang separately." 


On January 18, 1777 a new printing of the Declaration 
of Independence was ordered by Congress, to be sent 
to all 13 states. 


The Declaration was signed by 56 men. (The average 
age of the signers was 44 1/2 years old. 17 of the 56 
signers - nearly 1/3 - were schooled at home or self- 
taught.) 


GOD'S CREATIONS 

Review last week's information about the solar system. 
Today, review information presented last year about 
astronomy and the sun: 


Read Genesis 1: 1-8, 14-19. Who created the heavens? 
Astronomy is the science of learning about heavenly 
bodies: the stars and planets and other items in the 
sky. All the stars, planets, other matter, and space in 
the heavens is called the universe. God made the 
universe. The sun isa star. It is called a luminous 
body - it gives off light; it shines. The sun is a star; it is 
one of many, many stars in the sky. All stars shine. 
They look as if they twinkle in the sky. 
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The sun gives the earth the heat and light the earth 
needs to allow life on it. The sun is extremely hot. It is 
very large. It is made of gases. It moves by spinning 
around, just as the earth spins. How near of far we are 
from the sun determines our seasons and how hot or 
cold it is. The sun also provides energy to the earth 
(solar energy), which can be used in many ways. We 
see the sun in the daytime sky. 


Plants use sunlight to make their food. Animals eat 
plants. People eat animals and plants. Also, plants 
give off oxygen when they make their food. Oxygen is 
what people and animals breathe. So, sunlight helps 
us have air and food.

The moon has mountains. It has craters: ring-shaped 
flat lands with walls around them. The moon is made 
of rock. There is no air on the moon. The moon can be 
very hot or hundreds of degrees below zero -- very 
cold. Men have explored the moon. It takes about 6 
days, traveling at a very fast speed, to reach the moon 
and come back. Mr. Neil Armstrong, an American, 
was the first man to set foot on the moon. They was in 
1969. The astronauts brought back samples of the 
moon's rock. The astronauts named the oldest rock 
they found the "Genesis" rock. From the moon, the 
sky always looks black with stars twinkling. Air 
carries sound waves and since there is no air on the 
moon, there is no sound. The force that holds us 
down on the earth instead of floating around is 
gravity; there is much less gravitational pull on the 
moon (1/6 of earth's). People want to learn more 
about the moon; they study it with machines called 
telescopes, which allow you to see very far away 
things more closely. We see the moon in the sky at 
night. It reflects the light of the sun. The moon looks 
like it has different shapes - these are called the phases 
of the moon: new moon (darkened), first quarter, full 
moon, last quarter, crescent. The moon does not 
actually change shape; different parts of it are being 
lighted by the sun. 


The moon affects the earth by the moon's gravitational 
pull on the water, causing tides. The water directly 
under the moon is pulled up by it. Two times each 
day there are two high tides and two low tides.

Stars are hot balls of glowing gases. The closest star to 
the earth is the sun. It is not the biggest star, though. 
Stars are too far away from the earth to be measured in 
miles, so their distances from the earth and between 
each other are measured in "light years". God created 
stars. Read Psalm 147:4. (What does this tell us about 
stars?) The stars we see in the sky seem to change 


Notes: 
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because of the earth spinning on its axis (like a stick 
stuck between the north and the south poles) and 
traveling on its (the earth's) path around the sun. 


Groups of stars that form patterns in the sky are called 
constellations. People who study the sky (astrono- 
mers) divide the sky into 88 constellations. Each star 
is part of only one constellation. The stars in the sky 
are not all the same brightness, the same size, the same 
color, or the same temperature. They are different. 


The very brightest stars are called the first magnitude 
stars. 


Have your child dictate, copy, and illustrate a sum- 
mary of this information. 


For the next 4 weeks we will be learning about differ- 
ent constellations in the sky. I would recommend the 
book Find the Constellations by H. A. Rey (1976, 
Houghton Mifflin Company) and/or a star chart. The 
book contains some legends about the stars (which I 
would skip), but it presents the constellations in an 
easy way, shows how the stars look connected by lines 
to form the constellation "picture" and how they look 
in the sky , as well as showing sky views. 


As they are studied over the next 4 weeks, for each 
constellation, have your child make a picture of it on 
construction paper (or other plain paper) using stick- 
on stars. You may want your child to connect the stars 
ta show the design more clearly. That is up to you. 
After you have learned several constellations, show 
your child each constellation's position in relation to 
other constellations (some that are near each other, 
etc.) by looking at the star chart and/or sky views. 


Also, make a viewer with a cylindrical oatmeal box 
that has the bottom cut out. The top is used as a 
holder for constellation "slides" you make. Cut the top 
of the top piece out EXCEPT for leaving a strip about 
1/2 -1 inch around the diameter, so the "slides" won't 
slide through it. Using the top as a pattern, cut 16 
"slides" from dark construction paper. After your 
child makes the "picture" of the constellation with the 
stick-on stas, have him/her punch the holes for the 
stars (you probably will want to draw the placement 
of them for more accuracy). You might want to label 
the back of the slide with the constellation name. For 
the first magnitude stars, make a larger hole (use a 
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small nail, etc.). Because the constellations change 
position in the sky, have your child practice identify- 
ing the Big Dipper, etc. in different positions (upside 
down, sideways, etc.). When you want to look at a 
slide, put the slide in the top, put the top on the box, 
hold the viewer toward the light, and look into the 
bottom of the box. (Just think, no batteries!)

In the west are mountains, lakes, and 
forests. Incland are fields of wheat and other grain in 
the fertile fields; prairies. In the far eastern section are 
fishing villages. Most of the population live near the 
Great Lakes and the Saint Lawrence River. Ottawa is 
the capital city. The largest cities in Canada are 
Montreal and Toronto. Three-fourths of Canadians 
live in cities or towns; one-fourth live in rural areas. 


Canada is a federation of 10 provinces and 2 territories 
(show them). The countries natural resources (gifts 
from God) are: fishing, timber, fertile soil (wheat 
grown), and water (hydroelectric power). There are 
Eskimos and Indians that live in some northern parts 
of Canada. They mainly fish, hunt, and trap. They 
use snowmobiles now often instead of dogsleds. 


Life in Canada is much like life in the United States. 
There are many public libraries. Most provinces have 
public schools for 12 grades. There are many muse- 
ums and art galleries. Most people are R oman 
Catholic or Protestant. People enjoy skiing, skating, 
snowshoeing, swimming, tobogganing, canoeing, 
fishing, golf, and hockey. There is a National Park 
System. Most families have TV and a telephone. 
There are railroads throughout the country and there 
are three main airports: in Vancouver, B.C., Montreal, 
and Toronto. There is the Trans-Canada Highway that 
goes across across the country. (You might want to 
look at the pictures from the encyclopedia article 
about Canada.)

Fish live in two different 
environments: fresh water (lakes, ponds, rivers, 
streams, etc.; almost all are bony fish) and salt water 
(oceans). Few kinds of fish can live and travel in both 
fresh-water and sea-water. Some kinds travel (mi- 
grate) to spawn (lay their eggs). Learn one fish that 
does. 


A fish's body is streamlined and slippery. Most have 
scales and two sets of fins. Ocean fish depend more 
on speed (to escape enemies and to catch food) so their 
bodies are more streamlined in a "bobbin" shape. 

Fish that live on the bottom of ponds, etc. are flatter in 
shape. Some fish can change color to blend in with 
their surroundings, some have spines or sharp fins.

WORLD GEOGRAPHY 
Review yesterday's material. Talk about Brazil: 
It is the largest country in South America. More 
people live in Brazil than in all the other S.A. countries 
combined. It contains the world's largest rain forest 
and the Amazon River, the second longest river in the 
world, is located there. 80% of the people live within 
200 miles of the Atlantic coast (show your child this 
area using the scale of miles on a map/globe). 


Portuguese is the language spoken in Brazil. (Brazil 
was a Portuguese colony from 1500 - 1822.) People 
there are mostly from European descent. About 144 
million people live in Brazil. About 75% live in cities 
or towns. 


Bananas and coffee are important crops raised in 
Brazil. For every three cups of coffee people around 
the world drink, the coffee for about one of those cups 
is grown in Brazil. Cattle, corn, cotton, and horses are 
also raised there. Hydroelectric power is harnessed 
from the rivers. And automobiles are manufactured 
there. Brazil is rich in minerals in the ground. 


Most Brazilians are ver poor. They live in rural areas 
(where there are drought and floods) or in city slums 
(up to 30% of city's population in some cities) - where 
they do not have sewers or running water. There is 
high crime and disease rates. Some live in small 
houses made of cardboard, metal, or wood. 


The national dish is black beans with dried beef and 
pork. For every four adults, three can read and write. 
From ages 7 - 14, children must attend school. There 
are some libraries and museums. Soccer is enjoyed. 
Almost all families own 1+ radios and about 1/2 have 
a TV set. There is about 1 car for every 15 people. 
Most travel by bus, when needed. 


(You may want to look at the pictures from the 
encyclopedia article on Brazil.) Have your child 
dictate, copy, and illustrate about the main points 
presented today.

having 5 toes. Their tummy skin has 
many rows of scales instead of a 
snake's one wide row. Lizards have 
ear openings at the sides of their 
heads and have moveable eyelids. 
They usually feed on insects and small 
animals. They can move fast and 
most can swim. Most kinds lay eggs.

They 
have teeth and their jaw can move so 
they can swallow something larger 
then its mouth size. The forked 
tongue picks up scent particles, 
helping the snake to smell. Snakes 
respond to vibrations on the ground. 
Snakes eat animals. Some lay eggs; 
some give birth to live snakes. The 
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mother does not care for the young 
after birth. They shed their skin at 
least one time per year as they grow. 

4. Alligators and crocodiles: have powerful 
tails. Alligators prefer fresh water. 
Crocodiles prefer salt water; are paler 
than alligators; have narrower, more 
pointed snouts; and have some of its 
bottom teeth sticking up on the 
outside of its jaw.

2. Salamanders. They are nocturnal animals 

(awake at night). They have a tail. 
Some live near the water; others live 
in water entirely.

are known for their quality (watches, etc.). 


Switz. is a country of watches, skiing & mountain 
climbing, milk & cheese, wood carving, chalets, and 
Edelweiss (flowers). It is known as a financial center of 
the world, since its banks are trusted and the country 
remains neutra | (doesn't take sides in wars, etc.). 


There are two main airports as well as railroad and 
highway travel throughout the country. The St. 
Gotthard Road Tunnel is 10.14 miles long - the longest 
road tunnel in the world. 


Most people live in firnished apartments. Of every 10 
people in Switz., about 4 live in rural areas. A favorite 
food is fondue - dipping bread and other food into hot 
melted cheese. Of every 10 people in Switz., 7 speak 
Swiss German, 2 speak French, and 1 speaks Italian. 
The men have a 1 year required service in the military 
and then annual service until they are 50 years old. 
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There is complete freedom of religion in Switz. Hav- 
ing people from other places visit (tourism) is a main 
way Swiss people earn money. Almost all families 
have 1+ radio and a TV. The Swiss farms average only 
8 acres.

Water from the Nile River is used for irrigation 
(farming) and hydro electric power. The Aswan Dam 
provides much of the country’s electricity. Egypt is 
the most populated country in the Arab world and the 
second most populated country in Africa. 


There are three basic parts of Egypt: the Sinai Penin- 
sula, the Nile River Valley, and the western desert.

Most farmers live in homes made of sun-dried mud 
bricks. Farming is the most common job. Cotton is 
the most important crop. Corn, dates, and other crops 
are grown, too.

Egypt is a part of the Sahara Desert, the largest desert 
The Pyramids were manmade tributes and tombs to 

| the ancient kings. The Great Sphinx is a 240' statue. 
People in Egypt speak the Arabic language. 60% of 
those in Egypt that are at least 15 years old cannot 
read or write. 6-12 year olds are required to go to 
school. The most common religion is Islam. The 
mosque is their house of worship. 


Grains are the most important part of the Egyptian 
diet. Pita bread is common. Most Egyptians eat little 
fish or meat. 


About half the people live in rural villages. Most are 
poor peasants. Others live in the desert as herdsmen 
(Bedouins). The farmers live in small mud brick 
homes (1-3 rooms). During the early part of their 
marriage, most live in the father's home. Most rent 
fields and most are in debt their entire lives. Women 
cook, carry water, raise chickens, make butter and 
cheese to sell at the weekly bazaar (marketplace). 
Most are barefoot and women cover their faces with 
veils when they are near strangers. Women wear 
much jewelry. Goats and sheep are raised for meat, 
milk, wool/hair. Farming is possible year-round, due 
to the climate there. 


Most of the people who live in the cities dress and eat 
like those in rural areas. They live in crowded condi- 
tions. Most homes in cities and towns do have elec- 
tricity; many rural homes don't. 


Most people have 1+ radio. Less than 2% own a car. 
Travel is by bus or streetcar in the cities, by boats on 
the Nile, and by camels in the desert. 


Petroleum is an export of Egypt. There are oil wells 
near the Gulf of Suez.
